up to the proposal for a Southwest 
Arkansas Water District, later or- 
ganized on a temporary b'asis at 
Hope, with the organization made 
permanent at the following meeting 
of mayors and other officials in 
Texarkana. 


In Wednesday's meeting of the 


board of directors o£ 
Texarkana 


Chamber 
of Commerce, 
A. G. 


Sanderson, Jr., 
moved 
that the 


Southwest Arkansas Water District 
be urged to take necessary steps to 
obtain water in Millwood dam for 
industrial, municipal and agricul- 
tural purposes, without opposing 
in any way the upstream dams; 
and that the Texarkana Chamber 
of Commerce take all steps it can 
to present the true facts to the 
people, both locally and in other 
areas. 


Leon Kuhn seconded the motion, 


which carried. 


There was another important de- 


velopment regarding Millwood dam 
Wednesday, unconnected with the 
Texarkana Chamber meeting — 
and that was the disclosure of the 
fact that Magnolia, one of the city 
members of the Southwest Arkan- 
sas Water District, 'has a vital in- 
terest in seeing a sizable reservoir 
of water stored behind the pro- 
posed dam because of falling water 
tables in Columbia county. 
>It was 'learned Wednesday that 
the increasing use of water wells 
to "repressure" the oil wells of the 
fields around Magnolia is gradually 
threatening' that city's municipal 
water supply, now taken from deep 
wells. So the city,/although more 
than 40 airline miles from the Mill- 
wood location, has a major interest 
in seeing -this-supply of surface 
water developed to the utmost. 


Under the terms of an upcoming 


compromise report from the Corps 
of Engineers the Millwood dam 
project, just 
west 
of Saratoga, 


would be cut to three-quarters its 
original authorized size, its gates 
left-open except'in time of flood 
emergency,! making it normally a 
"dry" reservoir, and six small up- 
stream dams would be authorized 
—three in Oklahoma and three in 
Arkansas, all on the Little river 
or its tributaries. 


Organization of the 
Southwest 


Arkansas Water District has pro- 
duced this policy statement: That 
the downstream cities and towns 
and the folks interested primarily 
in flood control, have no objection 
to reducing the size of the original 
one-dam project Millwood, nor to 
the construction of the smaller up- 
stream projects — but they are 
unalterably opposed to a 
"dry" 


Millwood. 


They are demanding that a year- 


round pool of water be maintained 
behind Millwood's 'gates sufficient 
to take care o£ municipal, indus- 
trial and irrigatlonal needs as now 
outlined, or to be spelled out more 
fully in the future, by the com- 
munities which have joined togeth- 
er 
in the Southwest Arkansas 


Water District.

Two Million 
Workers Get 
Pay Increase 


By NORMAN WALKER 


WASHINGTON tfl —More than 


two million 
lower-paid 
workers 


got a pay increase today, courtesy 
of the U. S. government. 


The pay 
hikes came 
through 


a boost in the federal minimum 
wage from 75 cents to SI an hour. 
It was voted by Congress l a s t 
year to become effective today. 


An estimated 24 million workers 


are covered by terrns of the Far 


Labor Standards Act— generally 
those engaged or whose work is 
connected with 
interstate com- 


merce —but only about 2,100,000 
have been makng less than 
the 


new 1 minimum. 


Although the maximum'required 


pay boost could be 25 cents 
an 
| hour, the Labor Department fig- 
' ured the average increase would 
be 13 cents an hour, or an est- 
imated 560 million dollars a year
